Aus-’ 
trian and’German secret plans in the 
“war are eae by Field Marshal ‘Conrad 
Von Hoe tzendorft in uw new volume of his 
memoirs which has just been published 
in ‘Austria c& Aus Meiner “Dienstzeis, 
Band LV,,° Rikola Verlag, Vienna). 
Conrad wns Chief of Staff'in the Aus- 
trian Army from 1406 to . 18h and from 
192 to February, ° 19tv, and in these. 
Fears was in a position of great autho- 
rity) The old Emperor Francis Joseph 
said of him once ty & friend : At Conrad 
is clever but he has’ no judgment” 
and Conrad makes no concealment of 
the fact that he pressed violently for 
war, with results which "were fatal to 
his country, He was, in fact, one of 
the chief canses of the great catastrophe.
